Certain statements of fact contained in the recent decision by the 
Board of Railway Commissioners upon the application of the railways of 
Canada for largely increased freight, passenger and sleeping car rates call

In explanation of this difference between the East and 
the West, the Commissioners, in their judgment, pointed out that the exist- 
ing rates were from 13 to 18 per cent. higher in West than in the East and 
they, therefore, authorized a five per smaller advance in the West 
than in the East in order to partly remove the discrimination against the 
West which it was thus frankly admitted existed.

Making for Efficiency 
Of the Coming Farmer 


The vat has no place ‘ete for; 
the uneducated man or woman, neith-/ your 


er is there any excuse for those who 

~ have not had some schooling, Schools 
of various conditions and kinds sur- 
round us on every side, In the vari- 
ous cities of Canada first class night 

Beools are ran regularly during the 
winter months, which are opened to 
boys and girls alike, while in the 
country, there are technical schools, 
where boys -and girls are taught 
everything needful to enable them to 
make a success of life, 

In 1914, the Province of Alberta 
had established — at Vermillion, 
Claresholm and  Olds—provincial 
schools of agriculture; to-day there 
are four ; to-morrow there will be six, 
one each at Raymond and Gleichen, 
opening in connection with the irri- 
gated demonstration farms already 
established there, TPhey have as 
principals, practical experienced 
farmers, who have as their assistants, 
equally practical specialists in™ all 
lines of agricultural education, _live- 
stock, poultry, carpentry, farm ma- 
chinery, dairying, crop selection, 
soil chemistry and in fact, everything 
that will give the boy such knowledge 
and practice that will enable him to 
make the business of farming a pleas- 
anter and more profitable occupation, 

Every progressive country now 
recognizes the necessity of giving its 
boys and girls the best possible edu- 
cational advantages as preparation 
for whatever life they may elect to 
follow, and here is education along 
attractive and practical lines. By 
locating these schools on government 
memonstration farms, practical dem- 
onstration of subjects discussed daily 
in class are available, and at all times 
the assistance of the farm superinten- 
dents is at hand, In addition, some 
20 acres on each farm are set aside as 
experimental plots, which are under 


the cultivation and care of the stu- 
dents.

That was then, not 
now. 1 
Now at the end of a first year’s 


course at one of these agricultural 
schools, the average farmer’s boy 
knows a good deal about the practical 
manner of doing all these things, and 
at the conclusion of the second year, 
is fully qualified. That is an educa- 
tion worth looking for, worth having, | 
and one that will metamorphose the 
life of the boy on the farm from 
monotony and drudgery to variety j 
and interest. 


And don’t let us forget the farmer’s 
daughter, the present sweetheart and 
the future wife of the farmer's boy. 
She has her little niche also in these 
schools. She studies household 
science, cooking and sewing, launder- 
ing, dressmaking, home nursing, sani- 
tation, gardening and English, with 
Practical work in dairy and with 
poultry; in fact, practical education 


on those subjects with which a young 
woman 4S a hortie-maker should be 
familiar. And she does it singing. 

This system of education is mak- 
ing of the future farmer the most en- 
thusiastic and efficient tiller of the 
soil; he will intelligently operate his 
farm with modern machinery in an 
effective manner, and have his home 
presided over by a trained, practical 
wife, who, if occasion arises, can take 
the--reins of management into her 
own capable hands, 

The hired man of earlier days, the 
machine, the laborer, will soon be of 
the past, and in the future, the farm 
owner, when in a quandary; can turn 
to his modern hired boy for informa- 
tion and advice. 

It is, to a great extent, to the ef- 
forts of the Hon, Duncan Marshall, 
Provincial Minister of Agriculture, 
that Alberta’s agricultural education 
has been brought to its present stan- 
dard of efficiency. 


Coast to Coast By Plane 


Aerial Transportation Company 
Formed With a Capital of Ten 
Million, 

An acrial transportation company 
has been formed by a combination of 
English, Canadian and United States 
business men, the new company being 
capitalised at $10,000,000, Opera- 
tions will be begun with twenty ma- 
chines of the type of Handley Page 
bombing machine, with a carrying 
capacity of from 16 to 26 passengers, 
including baggage.

Maps And 
Their Making 


Britain Has Been Very Carefully 
Chartered to Small Details. 


Map making is an industry that, is 
little known, although extremely im- 
portant, says Tit-Bits, 

The oldest map in existence is in 
a museum in Turin, It is a frag- 
Tent of papyrus covered with lines 
and quaint markings, and it gives, 
besides the rivers, the crocodiles and 
fish swimming in them. It dates 
from 1370 B.C 

There is a curious 
world in the library of Hereford 
Cathedral. It is six feet four inches 
high and five feet wide, drawn on 
vellum, and enclosed in a case with 
folding doors. 

Map making has now reached such 
a degree of perfection and accuracy 
that one can locate every tree in the 
most remote village in the United 
Kingdom, 

The whole of the British Isles have 
been resurveyed and charted by the 
ordnance survey since 1824, and this 
work goes_on continuously. 

At the headquarters of the ord- 
nance department at Southampton 
you can see the work of map making 
being carried out from the actual 
drawing of the maps to the reproduc- 
tion of them by zincography. 

The process is roughly as follows: 
First the land must be surveyed. 
Every inch of a district must be 
measured and every curve and angle 
noted, every slight elevation recorded. 
The size and areca of every object 
must be found, and the point of the 
compass or direction which these face 
must be gauged accurately. When 
the field work is completed, the map 
is drawn. The surveys are on dif- 
ferent scales—one inch, two inch, six 
inch, Some of the towns have been 
surveyed on @ scale of twenty-five 
inches to a mile. These maps show 
every house, hedge, or tree, 

The engraving of maps is done on 
copper plates. It is possible for old 
plates to be skilfully revised and al- 
tered, and so brought up to date. The 
printing used to be done from litho- 
graphic stones, but these have now 
been discarded for aluminum plates, 
which, when heated by a certain pro- 
‘cess, provide a much more accurate 
and sensitive medium, 

By the use of different aluminum 
plates it is possible to print maps in 
many colors. The printing is done 
on paper seasoned by exposure to the 
air. 

It is no tncommon thing for thirty 
or forty draughtsmen to be employed 
on one map. One man may be a 
specialist in outline drawing, another 
in indicating natural features of the 
country, etc., and so on, 

The marvellous clearness of each 
crammed portion of a map is due to 
the fact that it can be drawn on a 
very large scale, and later reduced 
by photography. 

The most extraordinary map ever 
made is in the Louvre. It was pre- 
sented by the late Czar of Russia to 
the French nations Made of gold 
and studded with jewels, it was de- 
signed by a skilled Russian engineer. 

Its value is supposed to be about 
$150,000, This map measured forty 
inches along each side, and is framed 
in slate colored jasper, The sea is 
represented by pale marble, and the 
cities and towns by precious stones.

That the employment of returned 
soldiers physically fit should be re- 
duced in the future to a civilian basis, 
is the policy now adopted by the de- 
partment of soldiers’ civil. re-estab- 
lishment. Now that the employment 
branch of the department has practi- 
cally completed its work, it is felt 
that the regular labor agencies should 
take up the work, and that the return- 
ed men who have all their faculties 
should be treated as civiliansy and that 
their military services should not be 
emphasized, 

This is not meant to apply strictly 
to such as have been in military hos- 
pitals. Some 4,000 patients are still 
being treated, of these 1,500 are 
tubercular, 1,000 insane and 103 are
